24 of the Eye. Thefe Spots could not be vifible 
at the Diftance of the Sun, if they were not 
as large as the whole Earth ; butfuch of them 
as appear of a confiderible Breadth, as they of¬ 
ten do, muft be ftill vaftly larger* They ne¬ 
ver continue long to make the fame Appeir- 
tnee ; but are always rifmg and vanifliing a- 
gain. They are probably Exhalations floating 

4 in the Sun’s Atmofpherc at feme Diftance from 
his Body, or Mafies of Cyndcr fallen from 
that Atmofpherc upon his Surface. 

This glorious Luminary, the Centre of our 
Syftcm, has fix op^ue Globes, commonly 
called the Planets, going round him at differ¬ 
ent Diftanccs, and in different Periods, but all 
from Weft to Eaft, as follows. 

I. Mercury, a Body confiderably inferior in 
^Sixe to the Earth, performs his Courfc in a- 
bout three Months, which is hit Year, at the 
Diftance of thirty Millions of Miles from the 
Sun.

As the Earth is carried round the Sun oh|, 
in a Year, fo is the Moon carried round th< 
Earth once in about twenty-feven D«ys, ac 
companying her in her whole Revolution, ittl 
the above-mentioned Diftanceof two hundred] 
and forty thoufand Miles, and keeping al¬ 
ways the fame Face towards the Earth. That 
the Moon goes round the Earth, as her Cen¬ 
tre, is evident to the Eye. For, when fhe is 
b tween th« Sun and the Earth, fhe is invifi- 
bie to us, her dark Side being turned toward 
us. When fhe goes a little Way forward in 
her Revolution, fo as to come from between
